A itrong wind, almost of hurri-

proportion, accompanying 


a hail and rainstorm Sunday aft- 
ernoon destroyed the trailer house 
of Lloyd "Charlie" yingling, Get- 
tysburg R. 1, rolling it over 4^ 
•times, with Mr. Yingling it it, and 
twisted the trailer apart, causing 
$5,000 damage. Yingling escaped 
with slight bruises. It also caused 
damage to six other properties 
within a mile area. 


The sudden gale struck s.t about 


5 o'clock. Mr. Yingling had closed 
the door of the trailer, located five 
miles south of here, near the Bar- 
low store, because of the rain. He 
then turned to the living room 
of the trailer when the wind struck.

Citizens Oil Co. roofing division, 
said the trailer was lifted off its 
concrete 
block 
foundation 
and 


started rolling north. 


Thrown Against Trees 


"The" stove and I went around

Attorneys For George Gingell 
Claim "Justifiable Homicide" 
In Slaying Of Lee W. Mainer 


Pleading "self defense" for their client, George W. Gingell 


42-year-old quarry owner of Zora, defense attorneys set out 
today in Adams County Court to establish a case of "justi- 
fiable homicide" and win an acquittal for the defendant in 
the March 24 slaying of Lee W. Mainer of Blue Ridge 
Summit. 


Opening the case for the defense in court Saturday after- 


noon. Attorney Edwin Nikirk, a former state's attorney in 
Frederick County, Md., told the jury: 


"We will show you that Lee W. Mainer was the originator 


and prepared the blueprint for his departure from this life. 
We will show you that this was a case of justifiable, or 
excusable homicide and enter a plea of self defense. 


Threatened Gingell Family 


"We will show you that George 


Gingell is a. young man who is 
highly respected, married and the 
father of three lovely children. He 
enjoya a. aplendid reputation for 
peace, order and quiet. We will 
show you that some time ago Main- 
er became acquainted with Mrs.

and retired Gen. Frank Caffey. 
Just before leaving the farm for 
thp golf links shortly after 9 o’clock 
Saturday m orning.

When Ponder won In 1949 he was

The Cabinet's move to suspend 


guarantees went into immediate 
effect. The action must be con- 
firmed by Congress, but approval 
appeared certain. 


The suspended guarantees 
are 


freedom of ajh-smbly, inviolability 
of mail and freedom of speech 
and of the press. There was no 
indication, however, that the gov- 
ernment intended to put on cen- 
sorship. 


Face Long Detention 


Under the decree, the govern- 


ment also is empowered to hold 
arrested persons incommoinicado 
as long as it desires.

WASHINGTON Wl - Atom spy 


David Greenglass testified Friday 
that while worJung at the Los Ala- 
mos. N. M., atomic laboratory 
during World War H, he had list- 
ed 20 to 25 fellow employes he 
regarded as potential recruits for 
a Soviet espionage ring. 


Brougiht here from his cell in 


the federal penitentiary at Lewis- 
burg. Pa., Greenglass told itoe Sen- 
ate Internal Security subcommit- 
tee that he has given the names 
of all these persons to the FBI. 


He said he had compiled the 


list at the request of Juldus Rosen- 
berg, executed atomic spy, and 
had turned it over to him. He de- 


scribed Rosenberg, his brother-ln 
law, as "my mentor," 


Counsel Robert Morris asked 


the list of name* turned over to 
Rosenberg exhausted all of the 
"potential" spy 
ring 
members 


who It was felt might be recruit- 
ed at Los Alamos. 


"No, these 26 were In my ken," 


Greenglass replied. He said there 
were "others who were just as 
symoathetic I heard of, but that I 
couldn't check of my own accord." 


Morris said Greengla&s had giv- 


en the subcommittee In closed ses- 
sion the names of some of those 
je had listed for Rosenberg, but 


•jis said "we are not prepared 


to have the names come into the 
record at this time." 


Greenglass said that while he 


was an Army sergeant ai Los Ala- 
mos, 
Rosenberg had 
instructed 


him "to find people in the project 
who were sympathetic to commu- 
nism." 


Morrla asked if he meant peo- 
le who were "likely recruite" for 


Soviet espionage. "More or less," 
Greenglass replied He added that 
he was quite xure of some of those 
he listed while theie were others 
about whom he might noo have 
been accurate. 


Greenglass,

Thursday, was brought before the 
subcommittee by U. 3 
marshals 


and testified in a hearing room 
overflowing with spectators, 


Greenglass 
was sentenced in 


1951 to 15 years in prison after 
pleading guilty to an espionage 
charge. Gold is serving a 30-year 
sentence for espionage. 


Both were key witnesses at the 


951 trial of Rosenberg and his 
wife, Ethel, who was Greenglass' 


ter. The Rosenbergs wer«- exe- 


cuted in 1953. 


Gold testified Thursday he nev- 


er met Rosenberg but that he had 
seen him once without knowing 
who he was.

>f the organization. But he has 
said there are "possibilities of 
oint efforts" which might include 
some or all of the NATO countries 
o assist in neighboring areas such 
as North Africa. 


The secretary has said much of 
he economy of the NATO coun- 
ries depends on oil from the dis- 
urbed Middle East. 
George made ii clear he thinks 


any large-scale American econom- 
c aid in the Middle East would

TOKYO, ijft — Japan's foremost 


movie studio is beating the bushes 
for talent, but the response so far 
1« more like a trlckU than a 
stampede. 


Even newspaper ads are used !n 


a quest for new faces by Daiei 
Studios, which produced the inter- 
nationally famous 
films "Rash- 


omon" and "Gate of Hell." Com- 
pany employes are under orders 
to watch for prospects on the 
street. 


"Japanese youngsters must be 


different from Americans. They're 
too modest and bashiul to say 
they want to get into the movies*" 
shrugged a Daiei executive. Other 
reasons are long hours of drama 
study, iamily pressure and low pay 
except for top stars. 


Few Answer Ad 


A 
nationally circulated news- 


papsr 
advertisement for tal?nt 


could easily draw half a million 
answers in the 
United 
States. 


Fewer than 7,000 answered one 
Daiei ad. 


Interviews were granted to 250 


who impressed the studio. Of those 
who answered the ad and those 
spotted on the street, only about 
25 were considered talented enough 


for admission to Dalei'j six-month 
"school for new faces." At most, 
five who complete the course will 
be signed to a contract.

So the full achievements, or mis- 


takes, of CIA Dulles may never 
publicly be known. Even Congress, 
•which checks on every aisher gov- 
ernment agency, has compara-. 
tively very little information about 
the CIA. 


Congress doesn't even know how 


much money it spends or bow 


many people work lor It. OIA 
Dulle* Is answerable only to mem- 
bers ol four congTWMlonal com- 
mittees: armed services and ap- 
propriations subcommittee of both 
houses. 


While members of those groups 


have said on the floor of Congress 
OIA Dulles is frank in answering 
their questions, they also have 
said they are careful not to pry 
*co deeply into his agency's oper- 
ations. 


It has secrets, they say, which 


they don't want to be responsible 
for knowing. 


Last year the special commis- 


.slon headed by former President' 
Hoover looked into the CIA and 
generally gave it a pat on the 
•back. But it bad some reserva- 
tions. 


It said Dulles was a hard work- 


er but tried to do too much by 
himself. And the commission ex- 
pressed disappointment that the 
CIA wasn't getting more informa- 
tion from behind the Iron Curtain. 


The CIA evaluates information 


gathered by its own and other gov- 
ernment agents overseas and pre- 
sents this to the National Security 
Council. 


The NSC, composed of Presi- 


dent Elsenhower, Secretary Dulles 
and other top officials, is tine high- j 
est and most important policy- 
making body in the government. 


Recently, as a result of Hoover 


Commlssicn recommend-tions, Ei- 
senhower appointed a committee 
of distinguished citizens to look 
into CIA operations, but only pe- 
riodically, and report to him.
